Your cashier’s statement of the 4th instant shows the amount of 5 cent pieces on hand to 
be $49,075, and of 1 cent pieces $65, and the unpaid order for the same to be, for the former 
$7,400, and for the latter $5,100. It would appear from this that the amount of metal on hand 
available for the coinage of 1 cent pieces is not sufficient to coin the amount equal to the unpaid 
orders for the same. The indications are that the demand for minor coins, and especially for | 
cent pieces, will be active, and it is desirable that it should be met. 


I think, therefore, it would be well to advertise for proposals to furnish such a quantity of 
one cent blanks as may be necessary to supply the demand for such coin, delivery of the blanks 
to commence on the resumption of coinage operations at your mint after the completion of the 
annual settlement. Option should be provided for a greater or less quantity that whatever be 
specified.
